A SPURNED dad who 
killed his wife and four 
daughters by turning their 
home into a blazing inferno 
died in hospital yesterday. 


Detectives had been waiting to 
quiz 49-year-old Mohammed 
Riaz, who was the only one 
pulled out alive from Tuesday’s 
2am inferno. 

But he never regained conscious- 
ness from his 50% burns and died at 
8.33am. 

Strict Muslim Riaz, a plastics 
factory worker, was the police’s 
prime suspect for the blaze which 
detectives say was started from 
inside the end-of-terrace family 
home in Accrington, Lancs. 

He was sleeping downstairs, as he 
had been since his marriage to 
Caneze hit a rocky patch six months 
ago. The children and their mum 
had been asleep upstairs when the 
house was torched. 

Sayrah, 16, Sophia, 15, Alicia, 10 
and three-year-old Hannah all died, 
along with their mother. 


Trouble 


A police spokesman said: “We are 
not looking for anyone else in 
connection with this investigation.” 

Riaz’s 20-year arranged marriage 
to anti-racism campaigner Caneze, 
39, was in trouble and police believe 
she had been seeing another man. 

Only hours before the arson attack 
she had been spotted having dinner 
with a mystery man in Manchester. 

They had also visited Caneze’s son 
Adam, 17, who is terminally-ill with 
leukaemia in Wythenshawe Hospital. 

Last night a neighbour said: “Our 
thoughts are with Adam in hospital 
and the terrible, terrible plight he 
must be going through.”
